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DETAILED ACTION 



Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-4 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Neither prior art of record nor references teach a bicycle pedal assembly comprising a 
pedal shaft, a pedal body including a shaft tube disposed on the pedal shaft with two aligned 
pivot arms extending rearwardly therefrom, an inverted U-shaped front cleat-retaining member, a 
rear retaining unit having a rear cleat-retaining member disposed between the pivot arms, a 
unitary cleat, and a biasing member on the rear cleat-retaining member to retain the cleat, 
wherein the front cleat-retaining member has a thinner middle portion with an arcuate concave 
limiting surface disposed between two thicker side portions so that a Hmiting groove is defined 
between the thinner and thicker portions, the each thicker side portion has an inclined limiting 
surface that extends rearwardly and outwardly and that is connected to the concave limiting 
surface by an arcuate convex connecting surface, and wherein the unitary cleat has a front end 
with a wide lower portion that is inserted into the limiting groove so that a top surface of the 
wide lower portion is disposed above lower ends of the inclined limiting surfaces and a narrow 
upper portion formed on the intermediate portion of the wide lower portion abuts the arcuate 
concave limiting surface.
